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THE GOSPEL IN SCANDINAVIA.

On the following day, the little party, after earnest prayers, set out to 
find a family with whom to stop. Their quest was not in vain. The Lord 
guided them to No. 196, Bredgade, where one Mr. Lauritz B. Malling lived, 
of whom they rented a large and commodious upper room, boarding with 
the family. They were treated with the utmost courtesy. Malling and 
his wife, later, joined the Church, though they did not remain Jong within 
its fold. 

The kingdom of heaven has been likened to a mustard seed, which, 
though small, grows to a large tree. From a smal! beginning it develops 
into large proportions. It wassoin Denmark. On Sunday, June 16, the 
missionaries commenced their work by attending a meeting conducted by 
Rev. Peter C. Monster, a Baptist minister who had suffered much per- 
secution, at the instigation of the Lutheran clergy. Mr. Monster received 
the strangers cordially. In the afternoon they had a pleasant conversation 
with Captain Simonsen, a gentleman who gave them much valuable in- 
formation of the country and the people. 

On Monday they received a call from Rev. Monster, the Baptist minister. 
He told the brethren the quite interesting story of his religious labors and 
his sufferings at the hands of mobs as well as of officers of the law. The 
Elders, in tarn, told him of the work of the Lord in America, and explained 
to him the nature of their message. They assured him that they had not 
come to undo what the Lord had done through him, but to aid him and 
his people to still greater perfection. The interview was a pleasant one. 

On Tuesday, June 18, Elders Erastus Snow and George P. Dykes 
paid a visit to Walter Forward, the U. S. minister in Copenhagen. He 
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welcomed them cordially and made many inquiries about the “Mormons” 
and their religion. He denounced the spirit of persecution that had been 
rampant in the United States, and promised the missionaries every 
assistance he could render. 

On the 19th Elders Dykes and Hansen visited Rev. P. C. Monster and 
imparted to him much instruction. They also visited other families and 
bore their testimony wherever they found an opportunity to do so. The 
result was that they very soon found themselves surrounded by a circle of 
friends, some of whom were earnestly investigating the Gospel. On the 
2ist of July, the first public meeting was held at the house of Peter 
Beckstrom, Store Kongens Gade. Quite a number of Baptists were present, 
and a spirit of investigation was manifest. The Lord was opening a way 
for a great and marvellous work. 

If the brethren had entertained the hope that Rev. Monster would be 
among those who received the Gospel, they were doomed to disappoint- 
ment. As soon as he realized that the work of the missionaries of necessity 
would result in the establishment of a church separate and apart from the 
Baptist denomination, he retreated and warned his flock from having 
friendly associations with the Elders. It cost much self-abnegation for a 
man in Mr. Monster’s position, to embrace the truth. He had left the 
Lutheran church, undoubtedly after a long mental struggle, and identified 
himself with a people, despised and persecuted. Was he to take another 
step and incur still greater persecutions? He concluded not to do this; 
but some of his flock had already accepted the Gospel, and decided to ask 
for baptism at the hands of the Elders. Elder Snow rather held them back, 
urging them to investigate fully the principles taught. At last, however, 
he was shown in a dream that it would be acceptable to the Lord to grant 
baptism to those who had applied for the ordinance, and he concluded 
not to postpone the matter any longer. 

On Monday, the 12th of August, 1850, the holy ordinance was performed 
in the waters of Oresund, by Elder Erastus Snow. He had learnt some 
Danish by this time, and uttered the impressive words: “Ole Ulrish 
Christian Monster, Med Fuldmagt fra Jesum Christum dober jeg i 
Faderens, Sonnens og den Helligaands Navn, Amen.” 

O. U. C. Monster (not the previously mentioned Rev. Monster) was the 
first one baptized in this dispensation in Denmark. There were fourteen 
others baptized at the same time. Tney were: Marie Monster, the wife 
of O. U. C. Monster, Hans Larsen and wife, Eline Dorthea; Andreas C. S. 
Hansen and wife, Anna; Johan B. Forster and wife, Henrietta; Andreas 
Aagren; Anna Beckstrom, Johanne Anderson; Marie Nielson, Jacobsen, 
Langstorff, and a man whose name is not on the records. It was a beauti- 
ful Danish summer evening when the holy rite was performed, Anna 
Beckstrom, the first woman baptized, afterwards became the wife of 
Elder Erastus Snow. She is stil] living and residing in Salt Lake City. 
On the following Wednesday, the 14th of August, the ordinance of the 
laying on of hands for the reception of the Holy Ghost was attended to in 
the house of Peter Beckstrom, and those who had been baptized were 
confirmed members of the Church. 
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The corner stone had been laid for a grand and magpificent structure. 
The seed sown with many a prayer and supplication had started to grow. 
The Lord had stretched out His hands to gather His people from the 
northern lands. 

Four days after the first baptism, eleven more converts were added to 
the Church. Among these were Knud H. Brunn and Christen Christensen. 
Brother Brunn was the first member of the Danish Lutheran church to 
embrace the Gospel. Elder Dykes performed the baptism. 

On Sunday, the 18th of August, 1850, the converts were confirmed 
members of the Church in the house of Hans Larsen. Three children were 
also blessed on this occasion. Four more persons were baptized on that 
day, and among these were Peter Beckstrom. 

On Sunday, the 25th of August, the Sacrament was administered for the 
first time in Denmark, in the house of Hans Larsen. Brother Brunn was 
ordained a Priest, and another Brother was ordained a Teacher. 

During the month of September the brethren appealed to the Kultus 
minister, or secretary of ecclesiastical affairs, for permission to preach in 
Denmark, and their request was granted, but his excellency informed them 
that they might have trouble with the police, owing to the evil reports 
circulated about the Mormons”—a prediction that proved but too true. 

On the 15th of September, 1850, the first branch of the Church was 
organized in a rented room in Vingaardstredet, with a membership of 
about 50, and Elder George P. Dykes as president. John B. Forster was 
appointed clerk, and Lauritz B. Malling, Ole Swendsen, and Andreas 
Aagren a finance committee. 

A suitable hall was now rented, and the work proceeded. Baptisms 
were performed, and the power of God was manifest in spiritual gifts. 

About this time Elder Snow issued his well-known pamphlet “En 
Sandheds Rost,” and later a translation of the Book of Mormon was pre- 
pared for the press by Elders Snow and P. O. Hansen. Elder Forsgren, 
who had been banished from Sweden, was appointed w labor in Copenhagen 
and vicinity, and Elder Dykes went to Aalborg, Jylland. 

While the brethren were laboring faithfully and successfully, the adver- 
sary mustered his forces, too. The newly baptized converts were the 
objects of hatred and persecution. One of the most active persecutors 
was stricken by the hand of the Lord, and became a raving maniac, 
literally possessed by an evil spirit; but this did not deter others from 
raging against the Saints. On account of the disturbances by mobs, the 
public meetings had to be discontinued for a time, and the Saints gathered 
quietly in their homes, where they engaged in prayer and worship. They 
also sent a deputation to the king, Frederik VII, presenting him with a 
copy of the Book of Mormon, and Elder Snow’s “En Sandheds Rost.” It is 
said the king sent the books to the queen dowager, and that they made 
such an impression on her that she became sick for several days. 

At the close of the year 1850, there were about 130 members of the 
Church in Denmark. The foundation had been laid for the Scandinavian 
mission, which has been, and is, so important a part of the Church of 
Jesus Christ of Latter-day Saints. 
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As already stated, at the October Conference held in Salt Lake City in 
1849, Elder John E. Forsgren was set apart as a messenger of the Gospel 
to Sweden. Accordingly he took an affectionate farewell of his brethren 
in Copenhagen on the 19th of June, 1850, and proceeded to Gefle, his 
native town. “He took leave of us,” says Apostle Erastus Snow, “with 
our blessings upon his head, and full of the Holy Ghost, though his eyes 
were full of tears and his heart ready to burst.” 

It has often been the case that messengers of the Gospel have found the 
way prepared before them by the Lord, through visions, or dreams, and 
Elder Forsgren had a siwilar experience. On his arrival in Gefle he 
learned that his sister some time previous had had a remarkable vision 
which had made a deep impression upon her. She was sitting in church 
one Sunday morning, having previously engaged in devotional exercises. 
As the hymn was sung she saw clearly a personage standing before her, 
who said: “On the 5th of July a man will come to you with three books, 
and all those that believe in the things written in the books shall be 
saved.” When Elder Forsgren arrived with the Bible, the Book of Mor- 
mon and the Doctrine and Covenants, she believed his testimony. 

The Lord further sealed his preaching with a wonderful miracle of 
healing. Elder Forsgren’s brother, Peter, was suffering from consumption, 
but he was completely restored through faith and prayer. He was the 
first to receive baptism, on the 19th of July. Elder Peter A. Forsgren is 
still a faithful member of the Church, residing in Brigham City, Utah. 
Shortly afterwards, on the 3rd of August, Elder Forsgren baptized his 
sister and two other persons. | 

Elder Peter Forsgren relates a remarkable incident. His brother was 
one day summoned to the office of the public prosecutor, and the latter 
asked him if he had a picture of the Prophet Joseph. He procured a pic- 
ture and the officer set fire to it. While it was burning Elder John 
Forsgren had a vision, in which he saw the city of Gefle destroyed by fire. 
He told his friends of this vision, and also that they would be in America 
when the visitation would take place. Nineteen years from the date of 
the burning of Joseph’s picture, the city of Gefle was almost totally 
destroyed by fire, and the conflagration started in the very house where 
the picture of the Prophet had been sacrificed to the flames. 

Elder Peter Forsgren continued his labors under many difficulties. 
Among the first to embrace the Gospel were seventeen persons who were 
about to emigrate to the United States. Some of these, it is believed, 
found their way to the settlements of the Saints in the West. 

According to the laws of Sweden at that time it was a criminal offence 
fur anybody but regularly appointed clergymen to preach the Gospel, or 
administer in the sacred ordinances. The consequence was that the faith- 
ful messenger of the Lord was arrested and sent to Stockholm, the capital 
of the kingdom. As a prisoner he had many opportunities, as the Apostle 
Pau! formerly, to bear his testimony to civil and ecclesiastical authorities, 
and his name became known all over the country. In the capital many 
flocked around him and listened to his message of love and salvation. 
Finally it was decided to banish him and send him to America. He was 
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then put aboard a vessel; but he soon gained favor with the captain, and 
when the ship touched at Oresund he was given an opportunity to escape 
to Elsinore, where the American minister gave him protection against the 
persecution instigated by the Swedish consul at that place. In company 
with the American minister he arrived in Copenhagen on the 18th of 


September, 1850.

ALL NATIONS AT WAR. 


THE world was clearly told by the martyred Prophet of this dispensation, 
that a time would come when the nations would be on the warpath, one 
with another, to such an extent that all who were unwilling to draw their 
swords against their neighbors, must needs “flee to Zion for safety.” This 
warning is again brought to the attention of the inhabitants of the * 
by the ourrent events. 

It is impossible to read the daily dispatches from foreign lands, without 
an impression that a momentous chapter of the history of mankind is 
about to be written. True, the world has several times seemed to be at the 
point of a crisis which has passed, as the present may do, without a general 
conflagration ; but as the situation at present is, the possibility at least of 
a world war is made apparent. The weakness that characterizes the 
existing civilization with its religious, political and social institutions, is 
as plain as that of the dream image of the Babylonian king, that was 
supported on feet of iron and clay, mixed and yet without solidity—so 
frail that the fall of a “little stone” became disastrous to it. The rulers of 
nations seem to have a premonition of coming disaster. They are hesi- 
tating to plunge into what may prove a maelstrom of destruction. 

To understand the present situation, to some extent, several facts should 
be kept in view. For many years the nations have been arming and drill- 
ing, and spending money and talent on deadly implements of warfare. 
The civilized nations have been growing in numbers, until their compara- 
tively small area of land has become too limited for their wants. Hence 
they have turned to the domain inhabited by other races, to find room 
and opportunities for their surplus population. But here they come in 
conflict, not only with the native races, but with one another. Interests 
clash, and sooner or later a mortal conflict must ensue. 

The Chinese situation strikingly illustrates this. At the first signal of 
danger the forces of the powers gathered in Chinese territory, but although 
the legatious sent pitiful appeals for help, and although it is believed that 
at least one power, Japan, was in a position to render speedy aid, she was 
prevented from doing so by the jealousy that feared she might claim some 
advantage over the other powers, in the settlement of the question of 
indemnity. 

With this disposition among the leading governments, what may not be 
the sequel of the complications in eastern Asia? Possibly united action 
may be secured for a war of revenge, if, after all, it should prove true that 
the foreigners in Pekin have been cruelly slain. But will the demon of 
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unrest, now rampant, be consigned to the bottomless pit after that? Not 
as long as the greed for wealth and power possesses the nations of the earth. 
The very victory over the Chinese dragon may be the kindling of new 
flames of international hatred, to be extinguished only in streams of blood. 
Japan and Russia hate one another more than ever, since the treaty of 
peace by which the war with China was concluded. 

As the winding up scene draws near, it is less difficult to understand 
how it may come to pass that the nations of the earth may be involved in 
a general conflict. And the more clear the prophetic word about these 
things become, the more necessary it is te remember that Zion has been 
appointed a place of refuge in the latter days, for peace, for righteousness 
and everlasting joy.— Deseret News. 


THE PLAN OF REDEMPTION. 


“These are they who are honorable men of the earth who were blinded 
by the craftiness of men.” 

That is one of the groups or classes of persons who are to be saved in 
the “terrestrial glory,” according to the révelation given in the Vision to 
Joseph Smith and Sidney Rigdon, February 16, 1832, and published in the 
book of Doctrine and Covenants, Section 76. 

Some inquiries are made as to its meaning. If those who desire to 
understand will read the entire revelation—one of the grandest ever un- 
folded to mortal man—they will readily perceive its signification. Taken 
by itself it may need some explanation. As it opens the door toa doctrine 
that is strange to the majority in the Christian world, we will touch 
briefly upon the subject. 

The Vision from which the sentence is taken shows, in great plainness, 
the conditions of the human race in worlds to come. They are divided 
into three classes called respectively the celestial, terrestrial and telestial 
glories. All the children of men, except a few who will become “the sons 
of perdition,” because it is impossible to redeem them, are to be saved, 
eventually, after justice has claimed its own, “according to their works,” 
and will enjoy such a glory as they are fit to receive. 

The celestial, or “glory of the sun,” is for those who obey the Gospel and 
are faithful to the end, and thus become imbued with the spirit of Christ, 
and are sanctified in body and in spirit, so as to be able to associate with 
the highest and noblest in the presence and companionship of the Father 
and the Son, and to “inherit all things,” as Kings and Priests unto God 
for ever. 

The terrestrial, or “glory of the moon,” as compared with that of the 
sun, is for those who are not prepared for “the Father's fulness.” They 
did not receive the Gospel while in the flesh, but afterwards, in the spirit. 
Among them are honorable people of all races, ages and conditions. In 
consequence of tradition, the influence of false teachers and of environ- 
ments opposed to the pure doctrines of Christ, they were led astray, some 
into the errors of perverted “Christianity,” others into the mists of heathen- 
ism, and still others into the vain reasonings of skeptical philosophy. But 
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they were not wicked and corrupt, nor wilfully rebellious against God. 
Therefore they bow the knee to Deity and accept the truth after “the clouds 
have rolled away,” and they are to receive a glory for which they are 
adapted, and which will be greater than they ever anticipated while in the 
body or out of the body. There are many such in the various religious 
sects of the world, and some outside of all denominations. God is just and 
merciful. In His Kingdom there are “many mansions,” and such “honor- 
able men of the earth” will have a place prepared for them, not where 
God and Christ immediately dwell, but where they can partake of the 
Father’s glory though not of His fullness. 

The telestial glory, “the glory of the stars,” where “one star differeth 
from another star in glory,” is for the abominable and the unjust, the wil- 
ful sinner and rejector of truth, the vile, rebellious and filthy, who have 
first to suffer the penalty of transgression, to be “beaten with many 
stripes” or with “a few stripes,” according to their degrees of guilt, some 
to “pay the uttermost farthing,” others to be forgiven in the world to 
come after repentance and obedience in the spirit world. All are to come 
forth in the due time of the Lord, except those who “remain filthy still,” 
and will occupy the various stations in “the glory of the stars.” 

The work of redemption for all is to be accomplished through the atone- 
ment of Jesus, the Christ, a knowledge of which will be conveyed to all 
the sons and daughters of Adam, either in the body or out of the body. 
For there is but one way of salvation and that is God’s way, by and through 
His Son, and that way will be opened and proclaimed until every knee 
shall willingly bow, and every tongue truly confess that Jesus is the Lord, 
to the glory of God the Father. 

This is but a very brief outline of the plan of salvation, which will 
ultimately embrace every soul that can possibly be saved on the everlasting 
principles of justice, mercy and truth, and the understanding of the fact 
that the good and honorable of the earth are not to be eternally lost, because 
in this life they were not able to lay hold of the faith of the Gospel, but that 
there is a glory prepared for them which they will, at some period, 
assuredly enjoy, is full of comfort and gladness to the Saints of God, who 
will, under the Captain of their salvation, fight against darkness and error 
and wickedness and sin, until Satan and his power are overcome, and all 
the creations of the Holy One shall sing the song of the redeemed, and hell 
and the grave shall deliver up their captives, death shall be no more and 
God and Christ shall have the victory and reign — eternally.—Ibid.

SOME GRAND EXAMPLES. 


No more ardent, positive, devoted, uncompromising or authoritative 
representative of the Lord and Savior, Jesus Christ, ever took part in the 
Holy ministry of the Gospel than St. Paul of old. He was no halfway, 
vacillating, uncertain advocate of the salvation which Jesus brought to all 
believers. He understood its origin, he called it “the Gospel of God,” he 
claimed that it antedated this world’s condition, being predetermined 
“from the foundation of the world,” he had implicit faith in its efficacy, 
calling it “the power of God unto salvation.” He said, “I determined not 
to know nothing among you zave Jesus Christ and Him crucified,” the 
petty jealousies, the little quarrels, the reverence for men and names were 
all swallowed up, and no more decisive words of protest against “dividing 
the honors” was ever made than those graphic queries to the Corinthian 
members of the Church, when he asked “was Paul crucified for you? or 
were you baptized in the name of Paul?” thus deprecating the presumption 
of aspirants who wanted their names prominent, and the mistaken rever- 
ence of believers who seemed disposed to uplift the men from whom they 
received the Gospel, or by whom they were baptized! Cephas, Apollos 
and Paul might all have been able ministers, subjects of ths love of those 
among whom they ministered ; but Christ was to be supreme, every worker 
was secondary, and personal love stultified itself when saints became wor- 
shipers of men and names! In near a dozen of the first verses of this 
Epistle there is mentioned the name of Christ, He was the Alpha and the 
Omega, the first and the last, as declared by Himself in the Apocalypse. 
Paul counted it glory enough to be “a minister of Christ and a steward of 
the mysteries of God,” and he warned all similarly commissioned that one 
might plant and another might water, but it was “God who gave the in- 
crease.” The ministry divinely called were “laborers together with God,” 
they were “ambassadors of Jesus Christ, as though God did beseech you 
by us: we pray you in Christ's stead, be ye reconciled to God.” He re- 
cognized this divine call, this superlative appointment, this delegated 
authority, he never lost sight of the dignity of bis calling and Apostleship, 
he could point to what he had endured in the preaching of the cross, he 
realized “that that was to the Jews a stumbling-block and to the Greeks 
foolishness, yet to those who believed it was the power of God and the 
wisdom of God,” and occupying this august, this responsible position, he 
cried out in agony, “a dispensation of the Gospel is committed unto me, 
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yea woe unto me if I preach not the Gospel,” and he was bound to be an 
example to men in that scoffing age. He knew the potency of this, it was 
the motif in his contentions in regard to circumcision, it nerved him to 
be a sacrifice for others, to be a savior of men. He took little thought of 
his personal likes or dislikes, but those pregnant words of bis tell the 
story of sympathy and consideration for the weaknesses and criticisms of 
the watching converts: If meat make my brother to offend I will eat no 
more meat while the world stands!” Self-abnegation, as a preacher and 
messenger of life and salvation, was surely his special forte, and if he 
told of it surely we may forgive him, for it was all in the spirit of that 
greater sacrifice, the One “who gave His life a ransom for many.” His 
biographer gave us this illustration as one to show the spirit of the 
Apostle, “and Paul dwelt (in Rome) two whole years, in his own hired 
house, and received all that came unto him, preaching the Kingdom of 
God, and teaching those things which concern the Lord Jesus Christ.” 

Paul could tell the Corinthians also that “he labored with his own 
hands,” and to the Thessalonians he wrote, “ye remember, brethren, our 
labor and travail, for laboring night and day, because we would not be 
chargeable to any of you, we preached unto you the Gospel of God,” and 
in Acts it is incidentally noted that in Corinth “he found Aquila and his 
wife Priscilla, and because he was of the same craft he abode with them 
and wrought, for by their occupation they were tentmakers”; and so “he 
reasoned in the synagogue every Sabbath, and persuaded both Jews and 
Greeks.” 

This great Apostle had faith in work physical, mental and spiritual. 
He became a power in his day, and we must not wonder at his grand 
success, he was “instant in season and out of season,” preaching, traveling, 
suffering, yet “counting all things but loss for the excellency of the know- 
ledge of Christ Jesus the Lord.” 

This marvellous, princely, humble man, this preacher of strong assertion 
and inspirational susceptibility, gave an example to the Church and the 
world of zeal, patience and perseverance which helped to glorify that 
primitive yet wonderful age, and no doubt, “when the books are opened” 
it will be found that he was not alone, his fiery advocacy of Truth was 
shared by hosts of others who went to martyrdom and death for the love 
of the Gospel, and the testimony of Jesus Christ. 

This age of ours—an age of self-seeking and unremitting greed, furnishes 
numberless examples of the same devotion, the same unquenchable spirit, 
the same unmistakable zeal, and the selfsame mighty faith, the same love 
for the selfsame Gospel, the same sacrifice, the same self-support, that 
they may be a burthen to none! We call the old record sacred, Christen- 
dom deifies the actors of the days long gone, but they are willing to over- 
look the living illustration, the unostentatious minister of the Gospel, who 
are as truly as Paul was ambassadors for Christ, bearing His authority, 
preaching His Gospel, “laboring with their own hands,” that they may be 
a charge to none; though contemned, derided, persecuted and martyred as 
Paul was, yet having the same testimony, and promising the same assur- 
ance to a generation as blind, as prejudiced, as unbelieving and as heedless 
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as were the generations past. The Christian world has determined not to 
know this “the day of its visitation.” 1

“My dear Brother Naisbitt, do you recollect the time that the Lord 
poured out His Spirit on you, giving His mind and will concerning a 
Brother Wilde, carrying him away in the spirit, bearing anew to him and 
his household that God truly did live and speak through those appointed to 
speak in His name. Oh what joy and satisfaction these experiences bring 
to our minds when they are drawn out in the remembrance of God’s kind- 
ness to His servants when doing His will. Everything is moving along in 
my Ward satisfactorily, the Saints are living nearer to the counsels of God’s 
servants. Our meetings are always crowded, many strangers meeting 
with us, and occasionally we are favored in leading some of them down 
into the waters of baptism. President Snow is improving and gaining in 
health. Our old friend, Brother Chas. R. Savage, and your humble servant 
waited upon him a few evenings ago, with the Old Folk’s Choir. We truly 
enjoyed his company and his blessing. We are now having lovely rains, 
it has been coming all day and part of the night. This will help the late 
crops, as we have had it very dry this season. Your friend Brother John 
Clark is well and still at his post.“ 


Sister Priscitta P. JENNINGS writes a very excellent letter from which 
an excerpt is given to show the many directions in which many of our 
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Utah sisters are privileged to act, irrespective of social or other standing: 
“There is one thing about it, wherever we can do the most good that is 
the place for us to bein. I look to my visit in London with a great deal of 
pleasure, and would not give that little experience of going from door to 
door delivering tracts for all my trip. Some said, “you must not mind if 
they close the door in your face.” Well,“ I said, “what others have stood 
I can stand,” so I went, and it was amusing to see the different expressions 
on their faces; but when I thought they looked a little cross I would say, 
„Oh, I beg your pardon, I hope I have not disturbed or taken you from 
your nap,” or something to that effect, and they would smile quite good- 
naturedly. Then I would tell them what I had got, and asked them to 
read it, and investigate, and so on; still I am often disappointed with my- 
self that I did not do more than I did when I was over in Eugland, but 
my health was only just beginning to improve when I was leaving there. 

“The other evening, in reading the News I saw that Brother Salt, of 
Birmingham, had died in the hospital. I did not even know that he had 
come to Salt Lake. I was very much surprised, and sorry for his family, 
they no doubt will take it very hard, Iam sure. What a many strange 
things do happen. 

“There are some very fine houses going and gone up on Brigham Street 
since you left, particularly the fine Catholic Cathedral. They all seem to 
like to live near those horrid “Mormons” after all. 

“Tam now kept very busy, for I work in the Temple, and I have very 
little time. It means if you work in there, and then do your own work 
besides, that you must give up outside society, you cannot keep both and 
your other duties as well, so I have decided in a great degree to give up 
the social side for a time, as I am much more happy in the other work. 

“What do you think of the war with China, is it not all dreadful? Yet 
it is what we are all looking for, expecting, and know must come to 
pass before the Gospel can be preached in every climes, and to every 
nation, and God has His own way of bringing things around to forward 
His work here on earth, so we recognize it as a fact that all things are 
working in the right direction.” 


WHAT AILS PROTESTANTISM. 


A Mernopist Episcopal clergyman Rev. J. Clayton Youker, recently 
sounded a note of warning to the Protestant world, when he expressed his 
opinion, that what is known as evangelical Christianity must either change 
its methods or lose its influence for good. This is the truth. 

Mr. Youker first pays attention to the so-called “revivals.” They are 
obsolete. There has been so geveral a diffusion of knowledge that the 
preacher is not looked upon as an oracle. He is rather regarded as an 
advocate pleading a cause to which there are two sides, and the hearers 
are often more interested in the “other side.” And this, it can be added, 
is but a natural consequence of the fact that the modern Protestant 
preacher disclaims any authority except that which he shares with every 
individual in the audience. 
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The Methodist preacher next points out that the method of dealing with 
the children is all wrong. The infants are regarded as members of the 
kingdom of heaven, but as soon as their intelligence awakens they are 
treated as outside the family of God. “A great gulf is dug before them 
which frequently is never crossed.” 

Mr. Youker has evidently commenced to see the first rays of a great 
truth with which every Latter-day Saint is familiar. To them it has been 
made known that their children are to be blessed by the Elders in the 
name of Jesus; that they are to be baptized when they bave reached the 
age of accountability, and to be taught to pray and walk uprightly before 
the Lord. They are the children of the covenant, and not of the devil. 
Protestantism, on the other hand, following closely in the footsteps of 
Luther, ascribes too much to satanic influence and power. 

Another point made is that Evangelical Protestantism is too often unfair 
to the moralist. Because of his non-acceptance of Christ, Rev. Youker 
says, it frequently lists him with vile sinners. While insistence must be 
made of the necessity of reliance upon Christ for salvation, it should be 
with candid recognition and recommendation of worthy character. Christ 
looked upon a young moralist in His day and loved him. 

In all these features Protestantism is, in the opinion of the preacher, in 
error. There must be a radical change. It should not be forgotten, how- 
ever, that the fundamental error is in the claim that Protestantism is 
“evangelical,” or biblical Christianity, while its expounders are without a 
divine commission to preach and to administer the sacred ordinances. In 
this error all the others have their root If unauthorized persons should 
at this time appear on the disturbed scene of Asia, and claim to represent 
the various civilized governments, entering into agreements with the 
Chinese government and people, proposing reforms, suggesting remedies, 
and giving promises for the future, wild confusion would ensue, in case 
that government could be induced to listen to them. But the results 
could not be more disastrous than they will be, when men without author- 
ity represent themselves to the world as ambassadors of the kingdom of 
heaven, proposing terms of peace and reconciliation outside those estab- 
lished in the eternal decrees of God. 

And that is the situation. The great need of all God’s children is the 
presence among them of messengers from their Father, who can declare to 
them His will, His purposes. Lecturers on religious topics are no sub- 
stitutes for such messengers. If the children of men would accept such 
ambassadors, error would speedily give way for truth, peace would take 
the place of strife and contention. The social wrongs would be righted. 
Anarchy would vanish for loyalty to law and order. The human family 
would enter upon a universal brotherhood, for such is the intention of 
God with His children. His purpose is, through the Gospel, to give both 
temporal and eternal salvation.— Deseret News.
